He Lord is my witneſs that what I have hercin written , is not {1 
envy to the perſen of any man, neither is it in revenge becauſe of 
what | have ſuffered by any pe ſon herein mentioned, who hv 
learned not te render evil for evil; but for the pretious eruths ſake 
for which I ſuffer, (for which my life is not dear unto me) and that the ſimple 
honeſt deſir s in any may not be betrayed , though the ſubrilty of fuch who 
make lies their refuge, and with deceit and falſehood, do ſeck to cover them 
ſelves, that their wickedneſs in perſecuting the Servants of God , may not ap- 
pear before the eyes of the people, accuſing them to be the cauſe of their long 
un jaſt impriſonments, pretending law and Juſtice , when the law is caſt behind 
their backs, and the juſt ſuffers by them both within and without; whoſe one 
wills hath been their law, for moſt of their action ag inſſ the ſe: yvants of Chr {t 
the ſeed of enmity ruling in them, by which they ate led, ro perſecuregimprifon, 
and act ſuch cruelty and tyranny upon them, that the like in former ages hath 
not been heard of. 

And firſt as concerning my own impriſonment let the Reader im- 
partially conſider , and in the Light of the Son of God the juſt and equal bal- 
lance, weigh and try the ground and cauſe of it, when I was in the vain con- 
verſation in the liberty of the fleſh, ſpending my pretious time in vain ſports and 
de lights, by which the innocent principle of God in me was kept in bondage, 
and much wickedneſs committed, and the Lord greatly diſhonoured, I ſay when 
I was in that State and condition unreconciled to God, in the fallen nature, 
where all the world are, with whom I had my converſation, | had then the love 
of the world, and the praiſe and eſtimation amongſt men: and for all my acti- 
ons in that ſtate and condition, whiles ! could bow to deceir, refpe& perſons, 
and give flattering titles, and follow and uphold the coverous greedy hirclings, 
by which the ſimplicity in me was long betrayed ; I was never ſo much as que- 
ſtioned by any ruler whatſocyer, but ſo ſoon as it pleaſed the Lord in his cyer-

him, yh-cein was alſo ſeverall falſe accuſuions againſt me and the pcople of the 
Lord]; foi bidding again our me-rings, pretending ſaſpition, and that che end of 


dur mectings was by armes and foi ce to aſſault, and invade their lives , or live- 


ly hoods havirg cauſc oc rather forced a man falſly to ſwear againſt me, with 
{cvcral things of the ſame nature, f. om the ſame root of enmity in them againſt 
the ſeed and people of Gol, but their principal thing againſt me was for readin 
a paper in the ſteeplchouſe : in which alſo | was ſalſly accuſed that 1 had made 
open & publike diſturbance ro the pariſh Miniſter (ſo called) and his do&ine, 
which many there preſent can witneſs to be falſe , for | ſaid nothing of his do- 
ctrine neith r did 1 dilturb him, but ſate down peaceably in the place untill he 
had ended, & then read the paper to the pcoplg, the hireling going away 
not likeing to hæai the truth therein declared againſt him; and then to cover 
their falſe accuſation, being azked by one — — as the n. an himſelf infor- 
med me) why he did complain that I did diſturb him, when as ſo many could 
witneſs it was no ſuch thing, he ſaid that h: was diſturbed in ſpirit , but that will 
not cover their falſe accuſation which was that 1 had made open and publike 
difturbance to him & his doct ine as afore written: and it he were a Miniſter of 
Chriſt (as he would have people believe) and had received that peace which 
Chriſt gave to his Diſciples Joh. 14. 27. he could not have bcen diſturbed in 
ſpirit , but the prieſt hath herein ſhewed ih t his ſpirit is of the Divel, and ot the

a+ the Scriptures of truth doth witneſs, 

So ſhortly aſter, by the ſame warrant, I was had to the Common Jayle at 
1 Tacheſter,& ines the hands of the Jaylor to be kept a priſancr among it 
Thieves, Mui thereis, and tranſgreſſors, & at = Aſſiles following with the ſame 
company amongſt whom I had been k:pr, I was had to the Bar to receive my 
tryal as was pretended, but then did none openly appear in Court, or to my face, 
to witneſs the things whereof th y had accuſed me, but becauſe I could not bow 
to proud Hama ' ſpirit in T .dge Nicholas that wicked man, in putting off my hit, 
| was by him tingd 5 J. and returned again to priſon : tor which wickedneſo by 
that unj iſt judge acted againſt me, was demand-d above 49, 5, ſecs for his Clarks 
and other belonging to his Court, b ſides the Jiylors fees. do becauſe I cannot 
bey his unrightcous decree acted by him in the power oft-darkneſs, through __

my lite hath been preferved, having heen often ſick, to the uch wgakoing and 
decaying of my out ward body, being ſometime near unto death, but the Lorg is 
with me by whoſe power J have been Ferres » Wha is ploading the cauſe of 
his people againſt che opprellour, who hath and will overturn until riyh;couſs 
nefs be ſet up in the earth , and the beaſt aud the falſe Prophet (which hath 
made war with the Saints , which all the world is worſhipping and wondting 
aſtet) receive their portioꝑ in the lake of ſu e, which is the ſecond death, 

And as 1 by lies and falfe accuſations was caſt into prifon , ſo th ſame lyes 
hath been made uſe of ro keep me. in priſon, for when wy imprifoament have 
been enquired into by ſuch who were then in power, then hath the falſe accu- 
ſations recorded inthe warrant been rctutned againſt me, & much more as un- 
true and never'ptoyed, and tarther ir may be conſidered, that whereas L was caſt 
into priſon (though the complaint of Prieſt Bental) who had broken no aw, 
there being then no law againſt any that ſhould ſpeak in their teeplchoules, dut 
onely ſuch as ſhould ſpeak in the time of the prigſts ſpeaking , the which 1 did 
not, but ſtayed till he had ended his divination,b<fore I ſpake or read any thing, 
ſo the prieft contrary to the law of the land, (which gives liberty to all that - 
feſs faith in Chriſt to meet togethet and not to be hindred by any, cauſed 3 Bay- 
lifs, wicked perſons to entet into Kh, Potters houſe in the time ot their mecting, 
and arreſted my ſiſter Ann Porter and 2 more, by which mcans the [aid Ann Pot- 
ter was caſt into priſon becauſe ſhe could not foi conſcience ſake pay Tythto up- 
hold this covetous hircling, to deceive & to deſtroy the ſouls . , wholo 
fruits makes him manifeſt to be one ot the falſe — that Ch. iſt bils be- 
ware of, a ravening wolf, in ſheep cloathing , thorns & thiſtles being the fruit 
brought forth by him, as may plainly appcat, to all the ſober minded, by what is 
hereja written. 

Having thus caſt the ſaid Ann Potter into priſon, he proceeds on in his wicked, 
practiſes, and cauſcth ſomething to be drawn, as it he had an o det our ofthe 
ChainyCoutt , with Francs Rivets name to it, who is judge of the Court, by 
which he cauſed another moſt deſperate wicked perſon, to enter into Auch. Pet 
ters houſes, and take away his goods; the ſaid Rich. fhorely coming tn He- 
cheſter priſon to me, 1 with him went to Francis Rivet, (he being at that time ar 
the Court afore written) and laid beætore him what the prieſt had cauled to be 
committed, (to wit) the taking away of Rich. Potters goods) and told kim that 
his name was written to their pretended ode, but he deny<d the act ion, & laid 
it was done unknown to him, and much blamed the Prieſls Artoiney one Ed- 
ward Haarfeld of 1iabeſtcr, who ſaid the pricft had given the Court Bond to lave 
them harmeleſs but Francis Kiverfaid it was very ynuſt and contrary to the 
Law, and ſaid that he would e x amine the matter, and would top their procee- 
dings, and fince , ſaid he hid taken order to make them return the goods, the 
which was not performed, 

But the prieſt after all chis, having gotten ſomething in writing ſtom the ſaid 
Court againſt Ann Poter for the 2 & for wh.ch ſhe was impriſoncd, 
he forthwith himſclf & his wifc & 2 of his ſons, with 3 more like a party o plun- 
pering {oulgier$,vr a3 a ti oop of robbers, Hoſeas, cared into my brother N. Pe. 
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ers backfide when he was from home, & hove 4 gate off the hooks and teok away 

of the (aid Rich. cartel,three cowes, & one calſe, and two heifers, which after were 

valued at 17 l. yyhen as the tith demanded of Ann Potter vvas valued by the 
riefts Tenant, vyhe did rent the parſonage (ſo called) but at 5 1, vvho allo for 

lis ovyn ends overvalued it, near or altogerher at tvvice the rate, thereabours do 

ſell for. 

And yet the prick like one of thoſe greedy dumb dogs, that can never have 
enough, 1/4.56,vvas not ſatisfied,for ſome of them ſaid that the cattle which they 
Lad ben vvould not ſarisfic them, & would have gone into the ſtable to have ta- 
* orſe and into the dyyelling houſe for other goods (the doors being lockt) 
& nen they went avvay ſaid it yyould be a further charge for they muſt come 


in, 

So the ſaid Rich, coming home on the ſame day, vvent to the cattle (yyhere 
vvas the prieſt and his company vvith them and ſciſcd on them, ſaying they 
vvere his, then the chief Baylift, one cradact᷑ of Wincheſter asked him ans 2 he 
vvould make fellony of it, and ſaid he vvould go tothe Juſtice with h m, 
and then my brother Mch. required him ſo to do, and then he pre ſently refuſed, 
and would not, proving himſclf a =_ like his maſter the prieſt ; ſo my brother 
paſſed to William Wither called a Juſtice , and laid th: matter before him, who 
uſed many words to perſwade him not to proceed againſt them, mentioning the 
words of Chriſt, if any man take thy cloake, let him have thy coat alſo , which 
though that Scripture be owned by us, who can with patience ſuffer the ſpoy · 
ling or taking away of his goods, without envy or revenge, yet the law being 

ed — of tranſgreſſion, and the end of magiſtr acy being to be a terrout 
to the evil doer, and a praiſe ro them that do well, and he being in the place to 
do Juftice required Juſtice ot him, againſt the tranſgreſſors that had taken away 
his cattle, telling him that he did look on it to be fellony, who at laſt told him 
that if he would take his oath that the goods was his, and that it was ſelloni- 
euſly taken from him, ke would give him a warrant to have them brought before 
him, ſo becauſe he could not go out of the doctrine of Chriſt nor break his 
command to ſwear, he could have no warrant frem him, but came away without. 

And now ſee ing the prieſt hath taken away my brothers cartel , pretending 
to be my liſters , of whom the tithe was demanded, for which he had impri- 
ſoned her ; jthis I declare that the cattle taken away by the prieſt, and kis com- 

any, was not my fiſters, but as really his own as any penny-worth of goods leſt 
bim, or the cloathes which he weareth: and this 1 affirme in the preſence of 
God, and to all people who have learned rhe ttuth, and dare not lye, nor at- 
firm that which is not true , though ſuch things are _ y eſteemed b Edward 
Bental prieſt, who can ſay and unſay, and ſpeak words and when they turn to 
his ſhame, deny them again, who ſaid beſote many of the Pariſh, that if he had 
thoughr the parſonage of Baghu;ft had not been worth 8 ſcore pound, or 7 ſcore 
and 10.1. a year, he would not have come thither, and when [old him of ir, & 
charged ir againſt him at Wincheſter, he moſt impudently denyed it, and told me 
that I lyed ſeyeral times, ſo I told him that ſeveral had ſpoken it, and I belie ye 
would witneſs it, and he told me again that it was a ly & that none would ſpeok 
t, and two of thoſe which I mentioned to him, were Thomas Smitb and Ric h. 
Bean , which I have fince ſpoken with, who ill affirmeth ir, and others with 
them, can witneſs it to be truth to the prieſts ſhame, who is a = and a denyer 


of the truth, and ſo of his father the Diycl, who abode not in che truth, but was 
a lyer from th; beginning, 
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Notwithſtanding, the Prieſt hath taken away ſo many cattell, and goods be, 
fides trom my brother, neare if not more then four times the value of the rithe- 
which he demanded of my ſiſter, and for whichhe caſt her in to priſon, yet ht can- 
net afford to pay his ſcryant Kajnold i heate the Keeper of the priſon, whom he 
imployed in his fathers works of da kneſe, (to wit) to keep the ſcrvant of the 
Lord in priſon for him; but ſhee is till kept priſoner by the the ſaid RH 
n heate for thirteen ſhillings tour pence ſet sb, eſides rwo pence a day and night 
he demands for houſcroome (he being a covetous wicked hardened ungod:y 
man) who hath no lodging, nor any thing elſe ot him, {o becauſe ſhe cannot 
give him money for unjuſtly keeping her ſelf in priſon, nor uphold ſuch cuiled 
covetouſneſs, oppreſſion, and extortion, ſhee hath been kept priſoner by him 
24. weekes, where ſhe yet remaineth, 


Here followeth ſome thing of the comirting , and impriſoning of two of 
Henry Streeters ſervants, and Elizabeth Streeter his wife , occaſio- 
ned by John Corbet Prieſt of Bramſhot. 


Richard Baker and i! illiam Baker, two of Howy Streters ſervants, ſpeaking, fome 
woids againſt John Corbet Pricft of Bramſhot, (who had cauſed a cow to be ta- 
ken from Robert Bid, ,h, lout pound for the tithe of about five or fix Acres 
of land, for which was never paycd above 16s, for which words ſpoken againſt 
this unitightcovs action, John Corbet procured a warrant, from Jobn Hook called 
Juſtice, Where by hey were committed to the common Goale at Mn 
chefler,contrary to the Law, and being neither called, nor ſuffered to appear, 
(according to their warrant ) at dene of two Sc ſhons, nor any of their accu- 
lets appeaied to witneſs againſt them, at laſt were kept in priſon ſeveral weeks by 
Frans Rtveits ordet judge of thc 1: de ſſions, to make them promiſe to go home, 
who had no hom: but ch it maſters ſervice, the which they were unjuſtly taken 
out of, and kept in priſos about halt a year,theic maſter being not engaged to 
receive them again, nor they to go to him; three more of the Lords ſervants, be- 
ing then in priſon, which were taken up as they were going about their lawfull 
callings and impl»yments, and committed to priſon by Ieh Bulkley as wander- 
crs, having been kept upon the ſame Account many moncthe, to make then 
promiſe to go home, of which more largely hath been declated in print already 

” Hen,y Strectere wite Elizabeth Streeter be ing paſſing on a firſt day of the 
week, towards 23 meeting, with ſeveral other (riends, and meeting the Pric!!, 
55 cob t with his wife and other, as they were paſeing along, about halt a me 
om the Stecple Houſe, and ſome words paſsing betwixt a ſriend & Jeb ober, 
ſne allo ſpake ſome words of yuth to him, telling him that he was a muitherer,

It. 2 Petey, 2, 15, excceding in wickedn fla, c:uchy, and tyranny, all the 
Hicelings , and falſe Prophets, that we read of in the Sciipcutes, and all 
yee that are c:ying up, and upholding theſe wicked Priefts, and the reſt of that 
generation of painted Serpents, ravening Wolves in ſheeps clothing , who wi h 
good words and fair ſpceh cs have long, and are ſtill deceiving you, ſtealing the 
good waids of the Prophett, Chriſt and his Apoſtles, and ſelling it ro the peo- 
ple making the Scriptures given forth hom the Spirit of Truth , a cloak 
to cover their coverous practiſes, and ungodlinefl: ; adding to it their own 
private interpretations , meanings, and conſtruttions, and ſo wWieſting it to their

to uphold them in their cuifed prattifes, and works of darkneſs, by perſccu- 
ting and caſting into priſon, the dear ſervants and children of the Lord. 

Therefore 1 ſay again, come gut hom them; and be no longer deceived 
by them, for ve:ily they that pattake with them in their fins, (and will not be 
warned ) M1 pe take with them of heit plagues , Which will luddenly come

bellion againſt him, therefore return unco him, that ftciveth with on a- 
gainſt your fins, knocking at the door of your hearts to be reccived, left the 
thing chat belongs to your eternall pee , be for ever hid from your eyes, 
and you ſhut up unto eternall deſtruction and perdition for ever.

fin and unrighteouſne/s, who diſires the eternal peace and ſalvation of all your 
ſouls, that am called of men,
